regulating peddlers 
of this 
state, of the bill commonly known as 
the Peddler Bill. 
In tile emergency clause they reeit* 
a set of conditions which alleges tha 
“The peddlers tax now in effect has 
destroyed a m arket for part of the 
farmers produce by putting out of 
business a number of bls purchasers, 
and it Is necessary nuder the presen* 
distressing 
circumstances 
to 
obtain 
as large m arket as possible for the 
fanners produce and the rei»eul of the 
peddlers Pix would increase the fa n n ­ 
ers market, and the further fact that 
the present tax on peddlers is unfair 
and discriminating and is so high as 
to win many peddlers out of business 
which 
is particularly disastrous 
b 
this time of unemployment creates 
un emergency.’’ 
These Representatives mis-state tile 
ease berun se the peddler tax is no* 
now in effect and net one solitary 
peddler anywhere in Texas has p a l1 
this tax. and not one independent, ped­ 
dler has been removed from the hi'de 
ways, nor have any of them lieen 
prevented from plying their trade of 
carrying on their occupation of pur
